WAR WORK 


Period of Congestion and Vex- 


atious Delays Is Virtually 


at an End. 


ANSWER WITH REAL LETTERS 


Strides of Great Importance Made in 


Bringing Insurance Business of 


Bureau to an Absolutely 


Current Basis. 


Wa^hinyton. — Announcement 
Is 


made by Director It. G. Cholmeley- 
Jones of the bureau of war risk insur- 
ance that the insurance division of 
the bureau is virtually at the end of 
its period of congestion and conse- 
quent disaatisfaction and 
vexatious 


delays, resulting from the great vol- 
ume of work suddenly thrown upon it 
by the demobilization of the armed 
forces during the fAi.-rt year. 


Former 
service men are 
assured 


that they will be answered promptly 
from now on with real letters, instead 
of with form paragraphs or unsatis- 
factory form letters, in all cases which 
require detailed and specific answers. 
This is the first time that the bureau 
has been in a position to give this as- 
surance. 


Strides of great importance to 'the 


millions of former service ' men and 
their relatives and beneficiaries, have 
been made toward bringing the in- 
surance business of the bureau to aa 
absolutely current basis in the prompt 
answering of mail, and acknowledg- 
ment of premiums paid. The records 
of accumulated work disposed of show 
conclusively such an enormous and 
distinctive improvement in the expe- 
diting of the business that it is con- 
fidently believed that within the next 
month the insurance division will be 
giving n» rapid and accurate service 
as do any efficiently munaged organi- 
zations in commercial life. 


Catch Up on Mail. 


For example, the number of unpost- 


ed premiums, which last October was 
approximately 88,000 has just been 
reduced to sin average of 10,000 or 
less than one day's work. 
With oth- 


er necessary operations in the hand- 
ling of remittances, n receipt will be 
sent out in a few days from the date 
of the original receipt of the remit- 
tance. 


Unanswered mall in the insurance 


division shows a reduction of approxi- 
mately GO per cent from the. daily 
balance of five months ago. Probably 
it will be two or three weeks before 
it will be possible to answer nil the 
letters ns quickly as it is now possible 
to mail out receipts for premiums. It 
is a matter of only a few weeks, how- 
ever, before the answering of all let- 
ters in reference to insurance within 
four days of their receipt in the bu- 
reau will be the regular practice. 


In the meantime. It is inevitable 


that there will be some Impatience on 
the part of those service men who in 
the past have experienced difficulty in 
adjusting their insurance matters with 
the bureau, as a result of delay or un- 
satisfactory information, but the prog- 
ress now being made indicates con- 
clusively that these vexatious cases 
will be cleared up speedily, and that 
thereafter, although there will always 
of necessity, as in any large organiza- 
tion, be occasional errors and delays 
in the business in the bureau of war 
risk insurance, these difficulties will 
be reduced to a relatively insignifi- 
cant minimum. 


In order to cope with the great flood 


Of mail which came to the bureau co- 
incident with demobilization 
of 
the 


armed forces, each of the, letters re- 
quiring 
searching 
of 
the 
records, 


which in many cases was done by in- 
experienced personnel, it was neces- 
sary to resort to form and paragraph 
letters 
in 
answering 
inquiries. In 


Btruggling with the volume of excess 
mail which piled up in the bureau, 
there is no question but that a large 
percentage of it was answered improp- 
erly and frequently delayed. 


Many Letters Returned. 


In a large proportion of the cases, 


the service men themselves, being un- 
familiar with the necessity of giving 
full*information about their cases, cer- 
tificate numbers, full names, dates of 
discharge, etc., rendered 
it 
impos- 


sible to answer properly their inqui- 
ries. Others failed to give proper ad- 
dresses, with the result that today 
numbers of letters addressed to for- 
mer service men by the bureau, are 
being returned by postmasters from all 
parts of the country, accompanied by 
statements that it is impossible to find 
the addressee. Fragmentary or insuf- 
ficient information also inevitably re- 
sulted in the miscrediting of premi- 
ums, 
due to lack of identification. 


Some idea of the enormity of the 


job may be gained from the fact that 
the most recent figures show that the 
un;\l number of applications for in- 
surance received by the bureau was 
4,G10,K88. totaling $40,141,233,500, the 
premiums to March, 1020, totaling ap- 
proximately $325,000,000. 


For a long period, it was necessary 


for the bureau 1o typewrite nil of Its 
addresses. This meant reference to a 
record in each case, multiplying the 
chances of errors and entailing an 
enormous 
amount 
of 
labor. With 


sxich an unprecedented business as 
came in, the bureau was flooded with 
applications, 
Inquiries, 
remittances, 


and It was ft physical Impossi- 


bility for the bureau to mail to each 
of" i.'".' -»,(?10.38S men on its list, infor- 
mation relative to the changes in rul- 
ings, etc., as rapidly as they were1 


issued. To make even one complete 
mailing to each of the millions of ad- 
dresses and at the same time to cope 
with the work of the? bureau was an 
almost insuperable Uisk. Naturally, 
much 
complaint developed on 
the 


ground that service men were unable 
to get information about what the. 
bureau of war risk insurance was of- 
fering or was doing. 


Handicaps Overcome. 


Very serious handicaps in the ad- 


dressing of the men have just been 
overcome. Through a special tippropri- 
ation made by congress, the bureau 
has been enabled to put its entire list 
of former service men on addresso- 
graph plates, a task which has requir- 
ed several months and which has com- 
pletely monopolized the pla.te-making 
section off a great factory. In the 
bureau of war risk insurance itself, 
over nine hundred people have been 
employed in putting the names and 
addresses online plates. 


In addition to enabling the bureau 


to make full mailings of its most im- 
portant information to former service 
men and women, the sending out of 
premium notice has been enormous- 
ly facilitated. 
The new system of 


printing both the premium notice and 
the premium receipt at the same time 
from the addressograph plate and by 
filing the returned addressograph no- 
tice in place of the premium receipt 
to credit the individual account with 
tho remittance, reduces to a minimum 
the possibility of misapplication of 
premiums received. Additional safe- 
guard rests in the fact that each ad- 
dro^sograph plate carries the certifi- 
cate or policy number,, and the amount 
of premium regularly due from the 
service man. This prevents the er- 
rors that previously occurred throuch 
repeated copying with a typewriter. 
In a great business where there are 
more than thirty million records, in- 
cluding the names of more than fifty 
thousand Johnstons. Johnsons, etc., 
and proportionately large numbers of 
Smiths, and Browns, occasional er- 
rors 
and 
misunderstandings 
were 


bound to develop, but the ironing-out 
process is now so well under way that 
even such discrepancies will be rapid- 
ly corrected. 


Difficulties Reduced. 


The promptness with which pre- 


mium notices can now be mnilcd, Is ex- 
pected to obviate largely the difficul- 
ties 
and 
vexations which hitherto 


have been occasioned by premium no- 
tices being mailed where the payments 
had already been made. Prompt re- 
ceipting for premiums, which now is 
possible and will be carried out, will 
largely do 'away with this difficulty, 
except, of course, where notices sent 
out in a previous month, are forward- 
ed before the current payments could 
be credited. 


Issuance of the insurance policies 


for the permanent (converted) govern- 
ment life insurance, which are 
de<- 


sired by all the men who are insured, 
has been delayed pending the comple- 
tion, which now has been passed. 


The new policies are now being com- 


pleted by the actuarial and legal ex- 
perts and sent to the government 
printing office, and it Is expected that 
they will be mailed out before June 1. 


With the insurance business of the 


bureau on a current basis, it is now 
anticipated that former service men 
who have been deterred from keeping 
up their insurance by reason of the de- 
lays which they had experienced in 
the handling of their accounts, will 
take advantage of the very liberal pro- 
visions for the reinstatement of war 
risk insurance by the payment of two 
monthly premiums and a satisfactory 
statement of health and will get back 
on the books. 
.

The new law has made the insur- 


ance very attractive by enlarging the 
list of permitted beneficiaries to in- 


clude parent, grandparent, step-par- 
ent, parent through adoption, wife or 
husband, child, grandchild, stepchild, 
adopted child, brother, sister, half- 
brother, half-sister, brother through 
adoption, 
sister 
through 
adoption, 


stepbrother, stepsister,^, uncle, aunt, 
nephew, niece, brother-in-law, sister- 
in-law, a person who has stood in the 
relation of a parent to the insured 
for a period of one year or more prior 
to the Instired's enlistment or induc- 
tion, the children of such person; par- 
ent, grandparent, stepparent or*par- 
ent through adoption of the Insured's 
wife or husband. 


Want Permanent Forms. 


It is also anticipated that the pro- 


vision of the new law which permits 
lump-sum payments, at the option of 
the insured on converted policies, (or- 
dinary life, twenty-payment life, thir- 
ty-payment life, 20-year endowment, 
30-year endowment, and endowment 
at age sixty-two) will greatly increase 
the number of conversions into the 
permanent form of government life 
insurance. 


More than 105,000 applications for 


the conversion of war risk policies in- 
to permanent forms already have been 
received. 


Former service men desiring to re- 


instate war risk insurance which has 
lapsed or been canceled, or to convert 
their insurance in cases where it is 
now in force, should apply to any post 
of the American Legion, the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, or other organiza- 
tions of former service men, Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps recruiting sta- 
tions.

spreare's "Venus and Adonis," fifth 
edition, issued in 1599, the same year 
as the fourth edition. 


The "Passionate Pilgrim" and "Son- 


nets" Is a fragment containing a large 
portion of the work. Its twenty-seven 
leaves out of thirty-four are, moreover, 
made up of two Issues, one of which 
is the issue offered at the Britwell 
Court sale, but the oMier issue from 
which the piece is made up is one 
hitherto unknown. 
It contains mis- 


prints which in the Britwell Court ex- 
ample are corrected. 
Consequently 


the claim of the latter to b3 the first 
edition is. in the words of the cata- 
logue of the new find, rendered doubt- 
ful. 


The new volume was discovered by 


Richard Francis Burton at his home, 
Longner Hall, near Shrewsbury. 


HIDES GOLD IN 


ARTIFICIAL LEG 


Cripple Admits Stealing $81,400 


in Bullion From Denver

OFFICERS 
FIND 
LOOT 


Irresistible Passion to Touch, Hoard 


and Hide Gold Only Reason Long- 


Trusted Employee Could 


Give for Crime. 


Denver, Colo.—Approximately $81,- 


400 worth of gold bullion, stolen at 
intervals from the United States mint 
at Denver, has been recovered, and 
Orville Harrington, a long-trusted em- 
ployee of the mint, is being held at 
the county jail charged with the thefts. 
Harrington was arrested as he was 
preparing to board a car for his home. 
He admitted the thefts when placed 
under arrest. The amount stolen was 
variously estimated at from $80,000 
to $110,000, but the sum of $81,400 
was named in the information filed 
against Harrington. 


Divulges Hiding Places. 


Harrington was immediately taken 


to his home, where he divulged the 
places where he had hidden the bul- 
lion. Most of it had been secreted in 
a hole in the cement wall in the base- 
ment of his home, while some was 
found hidden under the cement walk 
in the back yard. 


Harrington, whose right leg was 


amputated some time ago, following 
an injury,, has an artificial leg. This 
leg was hollow and was used as a 
handy carrier for some of the stolen 
gold. 


The gold, according to Harrington's 


reported confession, he would hide in 
his cellar every evening when he re- 
turned from work. When the hole in 
the cellar wall had been filled with 
the bullion Harrington was forced to 
find another place to conceal his loot, 
it was said. According to the secret 
service men, Harrington 
then care- 


fully cemented up the hole in the cel- 
lar wall and began to hide the gold 
under the walk in the rear of his 
home.

ance that the Insurance division of 
the bureau is virtually at the end of 
its period of congestion and conse­ 
quent dis&atisfaction 
and vexatious 
delays, resulting from the great vol­ 
ume of work suddenly thrown upon it 
by the demobilization of the armed 
forces during the (furt year. 


Former service men are assured 
that they will be answered promptly 
from now on with real letters, instead 
of with form paragraphs or unsatis­ 
factory form letters, In all cases which 
require detailed and specific answers. 
This Is the first time that the bureau 
has been in a position to give this as­ 
surance. 


Strides of great importance to ‘the 
millions of former service " men and 
their relatives and beneficiaries, have 
been made toward bringing the in­ 
surance business of the bureau to an 
absolutely current basis in the prompt 
answering of mail, and acknowledg­ 
ment of premiums paid. 
The records 
of accumulated work disposed of show 
conclusively such an enormous and 
distinctive improvement In the expe­ 
diting of the business that it is con­ 
fidently believed that within the next 
month the insurance division will be 
giving as rapid and accurate service 
as do any efficiently managed organi­ 
zations In commercial life. 


Catch Up on Mail. 


For example, the number of unpost­ 
ed premiums, which last October wa^ 
approximately 88,000 has just been 
reduced to an average of 10,000 or 
less than one day’s work. 
With oth­ 
er necessary operations in the hand­ 
ling of remittances, a receipt will be 
sent out in a few days from the date 
of the original receipt of the remit­ 
tance. 


Unanswered mall in the insurance 
division shows a reduction of approxi­ 
mately 60 per cent from the dally 
balance of five months ago. 
Probably 
It will be two or three weeks before 
it will be possible to answer all the 
letters as quickly as It is now possible 
to mail out receipts for premiums. 
It 
is a matter of only a few weeks, how­ 
ever, before the answering of all let­ 
ters In reference to insurance within 
four days of their receipt In the bu­ 
reau will be the regular practice. 


In the meantime, It is inevitable 
that there will be some Impatience on 
the part of those service men who in 
the past have experienced difficulty in 
adjusting their insurance matters with 
the bureau, as a result of delay or un­ 
satisfactory information, but the prog­ 
ress now being made indicates con­ 
clusively that these vexatious cases 
will be cleared up speedily, and that 
thereafter, although there will always 
of necessity, as in any large organiza­ 
tion, be occasional errors and delays 
in the business In the bureau of war 
risk insurance, these difficulties will 
9 
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be reduced to a relatively insignifi­ 
cant minimum. 


In order to cope with the great flood 
of mall which came to the bureau co­ 
incident with demobilization 
of the 
armed forces, each of the letters re­ 
quiring 
searching 
of 
the 
records, 
which in many cases was done by in­ 
experienced personnel, it was neces­ 
sary to resort to form and paragraph 
letters 
in 
answering 
inquiries. 
In 
struggling with the volume of excess 
mail which piled up in the bureau, 
there is no question but that a large 
percentage of it was answered improp­ 
erly and frequently delayed. 


Many Letters Returned, 


In a large pruporliuii of the cases, 
the service men themselves, being un­ 
familiar with the necessity of giving 
full* information about their cases, eer- | 
tificate numbers, full names, dates of 
discharge, 
etc., 
rendered 
it 
impos- * 
Bible to answer properly their inqui­ 
ries. 
Others failed to give proper ad­ 
dresses, with the result that today * 
numbers of letters addressed to for­ 
mer service men by the bureau, are 
being returned by postmasters from all | 
parts of the country, accompanied by 
statements that it is impossible to find | 
the addressee. 
Fragmentary or insuf- 
i liclent information also inevitably re- ' 
suited in the miscrediting of preml- | 
ums due to lack of identification. 


tJuwe idea of the enormity of the 
jo* may be gained from the fact that 
the ujiiM n rent figures show that the 
total number of applications for in- 
rn;rnn »* received by the bureau was 
4,(510,368. totaling $40,141,233,500, the 
premium^ to March. 1020, totaling ap­ 
proximately $325,000,000. 


Km a long period, it was necessary 
fur the bureau to typewrite all of its 
a d d u c e s . This meant reference to a 
record in each case, multiplying the 
chances of errors and entailing an 
enormous 
amount 
of 
labor. 
With 
such an unprecedented business as 
came in, the bureau was flooded witij 
applications, 
inquiries, 
remittances, 
and it was a physical impossi­ 


bility for the human to mail to cach 
of the 4,010,388 men on its list, infor­ 
mation relative to the changes in rul­ 
ings, etc., as rapidly as they were 
issued. 
To make even one complete 
mailing to each of the millions of ad­ 
dresses and at the same time to cope 
with the work of the bureau was an 
almost insuperable task. 
Naturally, 
much 
complaint 
developed 
on 
the 
ground that service men were unable 
to get information about what the. 
bureau of war risk insurance was of­ 
fering or was doing. 


Handicaps Overcome. 


Very serious handicaps in the ad­ 
dressing of the men have just been 
overcome. Through a special appropri­ 
ation made by congress, the bureau 
has been enabled to put Its entire list 
of former service men on addresso- 
graph plates, a task which has requir­ 
ed several months and which has com­ 
pletely monopolized the plnjte-mnking 
section ol^ a great factory. 
In the 
bureau of war risk insurance itself, 
over nine hundred people have been 
employed in putting the names and 
addresses on # the plates. 


In addition to enabling the bureau 
to make full mailings of its most im­ 
portant information to former service 
men and women, the sending out of 
premium notice has been enormous­ 
ly facilitated. 
The new system of 
printing both the premium notice and 
the premium receipt at the same time 
from the addressograph plate and by 
filing the returned addressograph no­ 
tice in place of the premium receipt 
to credit the Individual account with 
tho remittance, reduces to a minimum 
the possibility of misapplication of 
premiums received. 
Additional safe­ 
guard rests in the fact that each ad- 
dre^sograpli plate carries the certifi­ 
cate or policy number,, and the amount 
of premium regularly due from the 
service man. 
This prevents the er­ 
rors that previously occurred through 
repeated copying with a typewriter. 
In a great business where there are 
more than thirty million records, in­ 
cluding the names of more than fifty 
thousand Johnstons, Johnsons, . etc., 
and proportionately large numbers of 
Smiths, and Browns, occasional er­ 
rors 
and 
misunderstandings 
were 
bound to develop, but the ironing-out 
process is now so wTell under way that 
even such discrepancies will be rapid­ 
ly corrected. 


Difficulties Reduced. 


The promptness with 
which 
pre­ 
mium notices can now be mailed, is ex­ 
pected to obviate largely the difficul­ 
ties 
and 
vexations which 
hitherto 
have been occasioned by premium no­ 
tices being mailed where the payments 
had already been made. 
Prompt re­ 
ceipting for premiums, which now is 
possible and will be carried out, wrill 
largely do ‘away with this difficulty, 
except, of course, where notices sent 
out in a previous month, are forward­ 
ed before the current payments could 
be credited. 


Issuance of the insurance policies 
for the permanent (converted) govern­ 
ment life Insurance, which are de­ 
sired by all the men who are insured, 
has been delayed pending the comple­ 
tion, which now has been passed. 


The new policies are now being com­ 
pleted by the actuarial and legal ex­ 
perts and sent to the government 
printing office, and it is expected that 
they will be mailed out before June 1. 


With the insurance business of the 
bureau on a current basis, it is now 
anticipated that former service men 
who have been deterred from keeping 
up their insurance by reason of the de­ 
lays which they had experienced in 
the handling of their accounts, will 
take advantage of the very liberal pro­ 
visions for the reinstatement of war 
risk insurance by the payment of two 
monthly premiums and a satisfactory 
statement of health and will get back 
on the books.

The new law lias made the insur­

the number of conversions into the 
permanent form of government life?

Fragment of “Passionate Pilgrim” Be­ 
lieved Earlier Than Any 
Other Issue. 


London.—Sotheby’s will sell at auc­ 
tion a volume which rivals in rarity 
the tiny book which G. D. Smith of 
New York bought for £15,100 from the 
Britwell Court library last December. 
That sold from the Britwell library 
comprised Shakespeare’s “Venus and 
Adonis,” fourth edition, 1599, of which 
only one copy is known; Shakespeare’s 
“Passionate Pilgrim” and “Sonnets,” 
first edition, 151)9, of which only one 
other copy was then known, and “Epi- 
grammes and Elegies,” by Sir John 
Davis and Christopher Marlowe. 


The contents of the newly discov­ 
ered volume are Shakespeare’s “Pas­ 
sionate Pilgrim” atid “Sonnets,” first 
edition, 
1599; 
Shakespeare’s 
“Lii- 
crece,” third edition, 1600, of which 
only one other copy is known; Thomas 
Middleton’s “Ghost of Luerece,” 1000, 
a unique and hitherto unknown work; 
“Emaricdulfe,” by E. C., an author 
never 
identified, 
1595, 
and 
Shake- 
spreare’s “Venus and Adonis,” fifth 
edition, Issued in 1599, the same year 
as the fourth edition. 


The “Passionate Pilgrim” and “Son­ 
nets” is a fragment containing a large 
portion of the work. Its twenty-seven 
leaves out of thirty-four are, moreover, 
made up of two issues, one of which 
Is the issue offered at the Britwell 
Court sale, but the other issue from 
which the piece is made up Is one 
hitherto unknown. 
It contains mis­ 
prints which in the Britwell Court ex­ 
ample are corrected. 
Consequently 
the claim of the latter to be the first 
edition is, in the wrords of the cata* 
logue of the new find, rendered doubt­ 
ful. 


The new volume was discovered by 
Richard Francis Burton at his home, 
Longner Hall, near Shrewsbury.

HIDES GOLD IN 
ARTIFICIAL LEG 


Cripple Admits Stealing $81,400 
in Bullion From Denver 
Mint. 


OFFICERS FIND LOOT 


Irresistible Passion to Touch, Hoard 
and Hide Gold Only Reason Long* 
Trusted Employee Could 
Giv# for Crime. 


Denver, Colo.—Approximately $81,« 
•100 worth of gold bullion* stolen at 
intervals from the United States mint 
at Denver, has been recovered, and 
Orville Harrington, a long-trusted em­ 
ployee of the mint, is being held at 
tho county jail charged with the thefts. 
Harrington w*as arrested as he was 
preparing to board a car for his home. 
He admitted the thefts when placed 
under arrest. The amount stolen was 
variously estimated at from $SO.OOO 
to $110,000, but the sum of $81,400 
was named in the information filed 
against Harrington. 


Divulges Hiding Places. 


Harrington was immediately taken 
to his home, where he divulged the 
places where he had hidden the bul­ 
lion. Most of it had been secreted in 
a hole in the cement wrall in th£ base­ 
ment of his home, while some was 
found hidden under the cement walk 
in the back yard, 


Harrington, whose right leg was 
amputated some time ago, following 
an Injury* has an artificial leg. 
This 
leg was hollow and was used as a 
handy carrier for some of the stolen 
gold. 


The gold, according to Harrington’s 
reported confession, he would hide in 
his cellar every evening when he re- 
turned from wTork. When the hole in 
the cellar wall had been filled with 
the bullion Harrington was forced to 
find another place to conceal his loot, 
it was said. 
According to the secret 
service men, Harrington then care­ 
fully cemented up the hole in the cel­ 
lar wall and began to hide the gold 
under the walk in the rear of his 
home.

Hieroglyphics Found on Foundation 


Stones of Pyramids at San Juan 


Teotihuacan Indicate Primitive 


Migration From Orient. 


Mexico City — Hieroglyphics reoent- 


'y discovered on the foundation stones 
of the pyramids of San Juan Teoti- 
auacan, 27 miles northeast of Mexico 
Oity, may sohe the problem which has 
perplexed historians and archcologists 
for centuries as to the true origin of 
thfl Mexican nation. 
These strange 


carvings are said by some authorities 
to be Chinese, thus tending to bear 
out the old tradition that in the dun 
past wandering tribes from 
China 


crossed to the new continent, settled 
<\ ithin the present boundaries of Mex- 
ico and became the progenitors of 
the race which now dominates this 
republic. 


So interesting are the recent discov- 


eries that the bureau of anthropology 
lias boon instructed to conduct a \ igor- 
ous research, nnd in tins connection 


Kong Tsiang Kuans, charge d'affaires 
di the Chinese legation in Mex'co, vis- 
ited the pj ramids and stated that the 
hierogljphics were similar in many re- 
spects to certain s: mhols now in use 
hy the Chinese. He declared the words 
' sun," "city" and "eye" were clearly 
depicted. Mex.can anthropologists who 
have interested themselves in the dis- 
covery have declined to pass final judg- 
ment until further exca\ations are 
made and more e\ldence obtained. 


The pjrarmdS'Of San Juan Teotihua- 


can as \\ell as those in Cholula, in the 
state of Puebla, are among the oldest 
marks of primitive habitation to be 
found in the republic. They stand as 
colossal monuments to peoples whose 
history uas as obscure to the conquer- 
ing Spaniards in the sixteenth century 
as to present-day historians. 
Because 


of their general construction, some au- 
thorities believe they are the handi; 
work of the Egjptians, who in some 
mj sterlous manner crossed the seas 
and denoted their places of permanent 
habitation \\ith these stone and cement 
structures, which are even larger than 
the most famous pyramids of Egjpt. 


The little village of Sap Juan Teotl- 


huacan, \\luch in the Aztec language 
means "City of the Gods," was in the 
early dajs of Aztec history the scene 
of extraordinary religious ceremonies. 
The two pjramids, one dedicated to 
the sun, the other to the moon, are 
known to ha\e been the tombs in which 
hundreds of tribal dignitaries were 
buried, and excavators 1m e exhumed 
wrought stone containing human bones, 
obsid an knives, terra-cotta heads with 
broad faces and flat noses, fragments 
of rare pottery .and great numbers of 
arrowheads. 


Find Mask of Monarch. 


One of the most recent and most 


valuable discoveries was a jadeite 
mask of some past monarch with the 
brow covered with the diadem known 
to early Mexican history. The pyramid 
to the sun measures 781 by 721 feet at 
the base and is 216 feet high; the one 
to the moon Is 511 by 426 feet at the 
base and is 151 feet high. They both 
contain numerous chambers, and their 
sev eral stories are complete temples ia 
themselves, but connected by winding 
stairs. 


The inscriptions having Chinese char- 


acteristics were discovered through 
excavating in the ruins of what has 
generally been known as La Claud- 
adPla (The Citadel), but which, ac- 
cording to recent reports of investiga- 
tors, are what is left of a pjramid 
latger and perhaps older than the two 
pyramids of the sun and the moon.

It w:is drawn In one of the 
letters that Publ us Lentulus, who was 
a Roman pro-consul in Palestine and 
knew the Savior in Nazareth, wrote 
to a friend in Italy. 


"There has appeared here a man 


of stnuifre virtue," Publius Lentulus 
u rote 
"Hi's disciples call .him 'The 


Son of God.' lie cures the sick and 
raises the dead to life. He is a very 
handsome man and worthy of 
all 


our attention. 
His hair Is blond 


and covers his shoulders In separate 
curls and is parted in the middle, 
after the fashion of the people of 
Nazareth 
His forehebd is smooth 


and 
serene, 
\\ ithout 
marks 
or 


wrinkles; his countenance is pink; 
his nose is well formed; his beard, of 
the same color as his hair, is Darted 
in the middle. 


"In his gaze is an expression of 


wisdom and of openness; his eyes are 
blue, but shine terribly when he re- 
proves people; but in conversation 
they are amiable. 
His observations 


are 
expressed 
"with 
liveliness, 
al- 


though he always remains ca'm 
No- 


bod.\ has ever seen him to laugh; but 
he often weeps Of a good height and 
straight ficriire he has very beautiful 
hands and arms. 
His manner of 


speak'ng is serious. 
He speaks but 


little, and is modest. 
In short, he 13 


as handsome as a man may be. They 
call him Jesus the Son of Mary." 


Expert antiquarians and students of 


history pronounce the letters of Publi- 
us Lentulus to be entirely genuine. 
For centuries they were forgotten save 
by students of Latin and ancient Rome. 
The advent of Christmas brought the 
letter quoted to the mind of an old 
professor here. 
He translated it into 


modern Italian and sent it to some of 
his learned friends as a historical curi- 
osity. 
It seems to verify the belief 


that the Savior had a fair complexion 
and light hair, as many old artists de- 
picted him..

Sari, according to Ben •Mahomet, 


was last seen in Constantinople talk- 
ins to a sailor from sin American \\ar- 
•»!iip which had pu< Into the port How 
t lie Turkish maid \\as able to escape 
Hie vigilance of her nurs-o long enough 


to bold this conversation was not ex- 
plained by the Arabian chieftain, but 
after this meeting It seems Sari disap- 
peared. 


Her father Hadalrfsmo, grieved bit- 


terly for the loss of his daughter, who 
was known the length and breadth of 
Turkey for her beauty and charity, 
and soon he died, leaving her $100,000,- 
000. 
Hadahismo was in Turkey, ac- 


cordmcj to Ben Mahomet, "like Rocke- 
feller Is In America." 


When it was considered certain that 


Sari had left her native land, either 
voluntarily or with an abductor, the 
amir is said to have nsked his broth- 
er, \\ho studied at Cambridge universi- 
ty in England, to search the world for 
her and to spare no expense. 
From 


Turkey the sheik went to France, 
thence to Italy and Tangiers, and 
finally set sail for the new world, ar- 
rn Ing in New York via Halifax. Ben 
Mahomet announced that if detectives 
here had failed him he \\ould appeal 


to the government at Washington and 
seek to learn what ship it \\as that 
touched at Constantinople soon after 
the armistice, when Sari disappeared.

RACE TO CHINA 


Recent 
Discoveries 
Bear 
Out 
Tradition That Chinese Once 
Peopled Country. 


MAY SOLVE ANCIENT PUZZLE 


Hieroglyphics 
Found on 
Foundation 
Stones of Pyramids at San Juan 
Teotihuacan Indicate Primitive 
Migration From Orient. 


Mexico City.—Hieroglyphics recent­ 
ly discovered on the foundation stones 
of the pyramids of San Juan Teoti- 
nuacan, 27 miles northeast of Mexico 
Oity, may solve 'the problem which has 
perplexed historians and archeologlsts 
for centuries as to the true origin of 
tlw Mexican nation. 
These strange 
carvings are said by some authorities 
to be Chinese, thus tending to bear 
out the old tradition that in the dim 
past wandering tribes from 
China 
crossed to the new continent, settled 
within the present boundaries of Mex­ 
ico and became the progenitors of 
the race which now dominates this 
republic. 


So interesting are the recent discov­ 
eries that the bureau of anthropology 
has been instructed to conduct a vigor­ 
ous research, and in this connection

Fong Tsiang Ivuang, charge d’affaires 
of the Chinese legation in Mexico, vis­ 
ited the pyramids and stated that the 
hieroglyphics were similar in many re­ 
spects to certain symbols now in use 
by the Chinese. He declared the words 
“sun,” “city” and “eye” were clearly 
depicted. Mexican anthropologists who 
have interested themselves in the dis­ 
covery have declined to pass final judg­ 
ment until further excavations are 
made and more evidence obtained. 


The pyramidS‘of San Juan Teotihua­ 
can as well as those in Cholula, in the 
state of Puebla, are among tire oldest 
marks of primitive habitation to be 
found in the republic. They stand as 
colossal monuments to peoples whose 
history was as obscure to the conquer­ 
ing Spaniards In the sixteenth century 
as to present-day historians. 
Because 
of their general construction, some au­ 
thorities believe they are the handi­ 
work of the Egyptians, who in some 
mysterious manner crossed the seas 
and denoted their places of permanent 
habitation with these stone* and cement 
structures, which are even larger than 
the most famous pyramids of Egypt. 


The little village of San Juan Teoti­ 
huacan, which in the Aztec language 
means “City of the Gods,” was In the 
early days of Aztec history the scene 
of extraordinary religious ceremonies. 
The two pyramids, one dedicated to 
the sun, the other to the moon, are 
known to have been the tombs in which 
hundreds of tribal dignitaries were 
buried, and excavators have exhumed 
wrought'Stone containing human bones, 
obsidian knives, terra-cotta heads with 
broad faces and flat noses, fragments 
of rare pottery .and great numbers of 
arrowheads. 


Find Mask of Monarch. 


One of the most recent and most 
valuable discoveries was a jadeite 
mask of some past monarch with the 
brow covered with the diadem known 
to early Mexican history. The pyramid 
to the sun measures 761 by 721 feet at 
the base and is 216 feet high; the one 
to the moon Is 511 by 426 feet at the 
base and is 151 feet high. They both 
contain numerous chambers, and their 
several stories are complete temples la 
themselves, but connected by winding 
stairs. 


The inscriptions having Chinese char­ 
acteristics were discovered 
through 
excavating in the ruins of what has 
generally been known as La Claud- 
adela (The Citadel), but which, ac­ 
cording to recent reports of investiga­ 
tors, are what Is left of a pyramid 
larger and perhaps older than the two 
pyramids of the sun and the moon.

- Strange Virtue.1'

Tliis Japanese miss has taken her

Rome.—From the dust of more than 
1900 years a studious modern Roman 
has reseuedv a pen portrait of Jesus 
Christ. It was drawn In one of the 
letters that Pulilius Lentulus, who was 
a Roman pro-consul in Palestine and 
knew the Savior in Nazareth, wrote 
to a friend in Italy. 


“There has appeared here a man 
of strange virtue,” Publius Lentulus 
wrote. 
“His disciples call .him 4The 
Son of God.* 
He cures the sick and 
raises the dead to life. He is a very 
handsome man and worthy 
of 
all 
our attention. 
His hair is blond 
and covers his shoulders in separate 
curls and is parted in the middle, 
after the fashion of the people of 
Nazareth. 
Ills foreheUd is smooth 
and 
serene, 
without 
marks 
or 
wrinkles; his countenance Is pink; 
his nose is well formed; his beard, of 
the same color as his hair, is parted 
in the middle. 


“In his gaze is an expression of 
wisdom and of openness; his eyes are 
blue, but shine terribly when he re­ 
proves people; but in conversation 
they are amiable. 
His observations 


are 
expressed "with 
liveliness, 
al­ 
though he always remains calm. 
No­ 
body has ever seen him to laugh; but 
he often weeps. Of a good height and 
straight figure he has very beautiful 
hands and arms. 
His manner 
of 
speaking Is serious. 
He speaks but 
little, and Is modest. 
In short, he is 
as handsome as a man may be. They 
call him Jesus, the Son of Mary.” 
Expert antiquarians and students of 
history pronounce the letters of Publi­ 
us Lentulus to be entirely genuine. 
For centuries they were forgotten save 
by students of Latin and ancient Rome. 
The advent of Christmas brought the 
letter quoted to the mind of an old 
professor here. 
He translated it into 
modern Italian and sent it to some of 
his learned friends as a historical curl« 
oslty. 
It seems to verify the belief 
that the Savior had a fair complexion 
and light hair, as many old artists de­ 
picted him.*

Cape Haïtien.

Dominique Toussaint, with the rank of 
lieutenant-general. 


In 1803 Dessallnes was appointed 
governor for life, Inaugurating his rule 
with a bloodthirsty massacre of all 
the whites left on the island after its 
evacuation,

claimed 
himself 
emperor 
and 
was 
crowned with great pomp. 
Ills sub­ 
jects soon grew tired of the tyranny

assassinated In 1800 by two

Jones of the bureau of war risk insur- 
ance tbnt the insurance division of 
the Inu'oau is virtually at the end of 
its period of coni:es?tion and 
conse- 
quent 
disaatisfaction 
and 
vexatious 
delays, resulting from tho great vol- 
ume of work suddeiily thrown upon it 
by tho demobilization of the armed 
forces during the f/aAlr year. 


Former 
service 
men 
are 
assured 
that they will be answered promptly 
from now on with real letters, instead 
of with form paragraphs or unsatis- 
factory form letters, in all cases which 
require detailed and specific answers. 
This is the first time that the bureau 
has been in a position to give this as- 
surance. 


Strides of great importance to *the 
millions of former service "men and 
their relatr\'cs and beneficiaries, have 
been made toward bringing the in- 
surance business of the bureau to aa 
absolutely current basis in the prompt 
answering of mail. and 
acknowledg- 
ment of premiums paid. 
The records 
of accumulated work disposed of show 
conclusively such an enormous 
and 
distinctive improvement in the expe- 
diting of the business that it is con- 
fidently believed that within the next 
month the insurance division will be 
giving as rapid and accuriite service 
as do any eificiently managed organi- 
zations in commercial life. 


Catcli Up on Mail. 


For example, the number of unpost- 
ed premiums, which last October wa^ 
approximately 88,000 has just 
been 
reduced to an average of 10.000 or 
less than one day's work. 
AVith oth- 
er necessary ope;;ations in the hand- 
ling of remittances, a receipt will be 
sent out in a few days from the date 
of the original receipt of the remit- 
tance. 


Unanswered mall in the Insurance 
division shows a reduction of approxi- 
mately 60 per cent from the 
daily 
balance of five months ago. 
Probably 
it will be two or three weeks before 
It will be possible to answer all the 
letters as quickly as it is now possible 
to mail out receipts for premiums. 
It 
is a matter of only a few weeks, how- 
ever, before the answering of all let- 
ters in reference to insurance within 
four days of their receipt in the bu- 
reau will be the regular practice. 


In the meantime, it is inevitable 
that there will be some impatience on 
the part of those service men who In 
the past have experienced difilculty in 
adjusting their insurance matters with 
tlie bureau, as a result of delay or un- 
satisfactory information, but the prog- 
ress now being made indicates con- 
clusively that these vexatious 
cases 
will be cleared up speedily, and that 
thereafter, although there will always 
of necessity, as in any large organiza- 
tion, be occasional errors and delays 
in tlie business in tlie bureau of war 
risk insurance, tiiese .difllcultles will 
be reduced to a relatively Insignifi- 
cant minimum. 


In order to cope with the great fiood 
of mail whicii came to the bureau co- 
incident with demobilization 
of 
the 
armed forces, each of tiie letters re- 
quiring 
searching 
of 
the 
records, 
wliich in nmny cases was done by in- 
experienced personnel, it was neces- 
sary to resort to form and paragraph 
letters 
in 
answering 
inquiries. 
In 
otruggling witJi the volume of excess 
mail which piled up in the bureau, 
there is no question but that a largo 
percentage of it was answered hnprop- 
erly and frequently delayed. 


Many Letters Returned, 


In u large pruporliun of the cases, 
the sxirvice men themselves, being un- 
familiar with tlie necessity of giving 
full* Information about tljeir cases, cer- | 
lificate numbers, full names, dates of 
discharge, 
etc., 
rendered 
it 
impos- ' 
Bible to answer properly their inqui 
rles. 
Others failed to give proper ad 
dresses, wltli tho result tliat today ' 
numbers of letters addressed to for- 
njer service men by the bureau, are 
being returned by postmasters from all 
parts of the country, accompanied by 
statements that U is impossible to find 
the addressee. 
Fragmentary or insuf- 
ficient information also inevitably re- ' 
suited in the mlscrediting of premi- | 
unis due to Jack of identification. 


Si>ine idea of the enormity of the 
jot nui> be gained from the fact that 
the uiuM riM-ent figures show that the 
loial number of applications for in- 
^":ran•. received by the bureau was 
4,(510.368. totaling $40.141,233,500. the 
jaemium> to March. 1U20, totaling ap- 
proximately §;325,000,000. 


Fill a long period, it was necessary 
for tho bureau to typewrite all of its 
addU'feses. TJiis njeant reference to a 
rcci rd in each casu, multiplying the 
chances of errors and ejitalllng an 
enormous 
amount 
of 
labor. 
With 
Buch an unprecedented 
business 
as 
came in, the bureau was flooded wltl^ 
iippiicatlons, 
inquiries, 
remittances, 
and it was a physical Jjnpossl- 


billty for the buroan to mail to oach 
of iho 4,G10,8RS men on ils list, infor- 
mation relative to tho changos in rul- 
ings, etc.. as rapidly as thoy were 
Issued. 
To make even one complote 
nniiling to each of the millions of ad- 
dresses and at the same time to cope 
with the work of the bureau was an 
almost insuporable 
i;isk. 
Naturally, 
much 
complaint 
developed 
on 
the 
ground that service men wore unable 
to got information about what 
the. 
bureau of war risk insurance was of- 
fering or was doing. 


Handicaps 
Overcome. 
Vory serious handicaps in the ad- 
dressing of tho men have just been 
overcome. Through a special appropri- 
ation made by congress, the bureau 
has boon enabled to put its entire list 
of former service men on addrosso- 
graph plates, a task which has requir- 
ed several months nnd which has com- 
pletely nmnopollzod the pla.te-maklng 
section olt a groat factory. 
In 
the 
bureau of war risk insurance Itself, 
over nine hundred people have been 
emplo5Td In putting tho names and 
addresses on ^the 
plates. 


In addition to enabling the bureau 
to make full mailings of its most im- 
portant information to former service 
men and women, the sending out of 
premium notice has boon enormous- 
ly facilitated. 
The new system of 
printing both tho premium notice and 
the premium receipt at the same time 
from tho addrossograph plate and by 
filing the returned addrossograph no- 
tice in place of tho premium receipt 
to credit the individual account with 
tho remittance, reduces to a minimum 
the possibility of misapplication 
of 
premiums received. 
Additional safe- 
guard rests In the fact that each ad- 
drossograph plate carries the certifi- 
cate or policy number,, and the amount 
of premium regularly due from the 
service man. 
This provents the er- 
rors that previously occurred through 
repeated copying with a typewriter. 
In a great business where there ari? 
more than thirty million records. In- 
cluding tho names of more than fifty 
thousand 
.Johnstons, 
.Tohnsons, . etc., 
and proportionately large numbers of ' 
Smiths, and Browns, occasional 
er- 
rors 
and 
misunderstandings 
wore 
bound to develop, but the ironing-out 
process is now so well under way that 
even such discrepancies will be rapid- 
ly corrected. 


Difficulties Reduced. 
The promptness with 
which 
pre- 
mium notices can now be mailed, is ex- 
pected to obviate largely the difilcul- 
ties 
and 
vexations 
which 
hitherto 
have been occasioned by premium no- 
tices being mailed whei-e the payments 
had already been made. 
Prompt re- 
ceipting for premiums, which now is 
possible and will be carried out, will 
largely do away with this difTiculty, 
except, of course, whore notices sent 
out in a previous month, are forward- 
ed before the current payments could 
be credited. 


Issuance of the insurance policies 
for the permanent (converted) govern- 
ment life insurance, 
which 
are de?- 
sired by all tho men who are insured, 
has been delayed pending the comple- 
tion. which now has been passed. 


The new policies are now being com- 
pleted by the actuarial and legal ex- 
perts 
and 
sent 
to 
the 
government 
printing ofilce, and it is erxpecred that 
they will be mailed out before June 1. 


With the instn^ance business of the 
bureau on a current basis. It Is now 
anticipated that former service men 
who have been deterred from keeping 
up their insurance by reason of the de- 
lays which they had experienced in 
the handling of their accounts, will 
take advantage of the very liberal pro- 
visions for the reinstatement of war 
risk insurance by the payment of two 
monthly premiums and a satisfactory 
statement of health and will get back 
on the books. 
i 


The new law has made the insur- 
ance very attractive by enlarging the 
list of pex*mitted beneficiaries to in- 


clude parent, grandparent, 
step-pat*- 
eut, parent through adoption, wife or 
husband, child, grandchild, stepchild, 
adopted child, brother, 
sister, 
half- 
brother, half-sister, 
brother 
through 
adoption, 
sister 
through 
adoption, 
stepbrother, 
stepsister,^ uncle, 
aunt, 
nephew, niece, brother-in-law, sister- 
in-law, a person who has stood in the 
relation of a parent to the insured 
for a period of one year or more prior 
to the insured's enlistment or induc- 
tion, the children of such person; par- 
ent, grandparent, stop-parent or"^ar- 
ont through adoption of the insured's 
wife or husband. 


Want Permanent 
Forms. 


It Is also anticipated that the pro- 
vision ot the new law which permits 
lump-sum payments, at the option of 
the insured on converted policies, (or- 
dinary life, twenty-payment life, thir- 
ty-payment life, 20-year 
endowment, 
30-year endowment, and 
endowment 
at age sixty-two) will greatly increase 
the number of conversions Into the 
permanent form of government life 
insurance. 


More than 105,000 applications for 
the conversion of war risk policies in- 
to permanent forms already have been 
received. 


Former service men dc-siring to re- 
instate war risk insurance which has 
lapsed or been canceled, or to convert 
their msurance in cases where it Is 
now in force, should apply to any post 
of the American Legion, the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, or other organiza- 
tions of former soiwlce men, Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps recruiting sta- 
tions. State Insurance Commissioners, 
any home service section of the Amer- 
ican 
Red 
Cross. 
Salvation 
Army, 
Knights of Columbus, Jec^vish Welfare 
board, Y. M. C. A., or to other frater- 
nal or welfare organizations which are 
in a position to furnish blanks and 
necessary infoi'mation. 


OLD SHAKESPEARE IS FOUND 


Fragment of "Passionate Pilgrim" Be- 
lieved Earlier Than Any 
Other Issue. 


London.—Sotheby's will sell al auc- 
tion a volume which rivals In rarity 
the tiny book which G. D. Smith of 
New York bought for £15,100 from the 
Brliwell Court library last December. 
That sold from the Britwell library 
comprised Shakespeare's "Venus and 
Adonis." fourth edition, 1599. of which 
only one copy is known ; Shakespeare's 
"Passionate Pilgrim" and 
"Sonnets," 
first edition, 1509, of which only one 
other copy was then known, and "Epl- 
c:ramnies and Elegies," by Sir John 
Davis and Christopher Marlowe. 


The contents of the newly discov- 
ered volume are Shakespeare's "Pas- 
sionate Pilgrim" atid "Sonnets," first 
edition, 
1509; 
Shakespeare's 
"Lii- 
crece," third edition. 1600, of which 
only one other copy is known ; Thomas 
Middleton's "Ghost of Lucrèce," 1000, 
a unique and hitherto imknown work; 
"Emaricdulfe." by E. C.. an 
author 
never 
identified. 
1595, 
and 
Shake- 
sproare's "Venus and Adonis," 
fifth 
edition, issued in 1509. the same year 
as the fourth edition. 


The "Passionate Pilgrim" and "Son- 
nets" Is a fragment containing a large 
portion of the work. 
Its twenty-seven 
loaves out of thirty-four are, moreover, 
made up of two issues, one of which 
is the issue offered at the Britwell 
Court sale, but the other Issue from 
which the piece is made up is one 
hitherto unknown. 
It contains mis- 
prints which in the Britwell Court ex- 
ample 
are 
corrected. 
Consequently 
the claim of the latter to be the first 
edition is, in the words of the cata- 
logue of the new find, rendered doubt- 
ful. 


The new volume was discovered by 
Richard Francis Burton at his home, 
Longner Hall, near Shrewsbury.

Cripple Admits Stealing $81,400 
in Bullion From Denver 
WUnt. 


OFFICERS 
FIND LOOT 


Irresistible Passion to Touch, Hoard 
and Hide Gold Only Reason Long- 
Trusted Employe« Could 
Givt for Crime, 


Denver, Colo.—Approximately $81,- 
•iOO worth of gold bullion, stolen at 
intervals from the United States mint 
at Denver, has been recovered, and 
Orville Harrington, a long-trusted era* 
ployee of the mint, is being held at 
tho county jail charged wltli the tliefts. 
Harrington was arrested as he was 
preparing to board a car for his home. 
He admitted the thefts when placed 
under arrest. 
The amount stolen was 
variously estimated at from $SO.OOO 
to $110,000, but the sum of $81,400 
was named in the information filed 
against Harrington. 


Divulges Hiding Places. 


Harrington was immediately taJien 
to his home, where he divulged the 
places where he had hidden tlie bul- 
lion. 
Most of It had been secreted in 
a hole in the cement wail in tlxe base- 
ment of his home, while some was 
found hidden under the cement walk 
in the back yard. 


Harrington, 
whose right leg was 
amputated some time ago. following 
an injury^ has an artificial l«g. 
This 
leg was hollow and was used as a 
handy carrier for some of the stolen 
gold. 


The gold, according to Harrington's 
reported confession, he would hide in 
his cellar evei'y evening when he re- 
turned from work. 
When the hole in 
the cellar wall had been filled with 
the bullion Harrington was forced to 
find another place to conceal his loot, 
it was said. 
According to the secret 
service men, Harrington then 
care- 
fully cemented up the hole in the cel- 
lar wall and began to hide the gold 
under the M'alk in the rear of his 
home. 


Seen In Yard With Spade. 


It was through these alleged regu- 
lar pei^ormances that the secret serv- 
Ice oificials secured their first clue as 
to the identity of the supposed robber.

The opera- 
tive assigned to watch 
Harrington's 
home reported to his chief that Har- 
rington was seen to make trips to his 
back yard each afternoon, carrying a 
spade. 
^ No motive other tlian an irresistible 
passion to touch, hoard and hide gold 
could be brought from the cripple's 
lips as a reason for his • ci'ime. 
He 
has a beautiful home, including ten 
lots of cultivated land on an eminence 
which overlooks University park. 
Ac- 
cording to Thonms Annear, superin- 
tendent of the mint. Hanington earned 
$4 a day, was thrifty and apparently 
had everything that a man could ask 
for to make him content.

Everyone knows about the Legion Etrangère—the 
famous Foreign Legion of the French army.

And presently "The Man Nobody Knew" is back in 
Syracuse, telling of the death of Dick Morgan and selling 
mining stock and falling deeper in love with Carol Durant, 
the "only girl" of his old life who had refused to marry 
Dick Morgan, the failure.

mining stock apparently turns out to be worthless and the 
only man in the world who knows Hilliard's secret dies of 
apoplexy and the hero finds out that the heroine did love 
Dick Morgan.

At Neuilly he became, for the first 
time since his enlistment, an IiMlivid- 
ual, and at the very outset he waf »dis- 
tinguished by certain qualities which 
had passed unnoticed in the frying pan 
and fire of the trenches.

kindness; and for another, he was ap- 
parently Immune to hope.

grim silence of fortitude in suffering 
(which is altogether too common a vir- 
tue In base hospitals to earn any es- 
pecial merit), but ratiier the dogged 
reticence of black moods and 9hronic 
bitterness.

Gettysburg Grocer 


Shot By Hold-Ups. 


Abner S, Mills, 50 yoare old, was seri- 
ously shot at his grocery store in Gettys- 
burg: on Saturday night shortly after 11 
o'clock. 
Ono bullet entered ^Ir 
Mills' 
left temple, and another below his left 
can 
His condition is such that there is 
but slight hope tor his recovery. 
John 
Miller and Fred Mooro were arrested on 
Sunday charged with the shooting, 
Late 
'on ^Sunday afternoon each one wrote a 
signed statement confessing his part in 
the crime. According to the stot'y of Mrs. 
Mills, she and hor husband wcvs* prepar- 
ing to doso the storo about 10 minutes af 
ter 11 when a man ontorod and purchas- 
ed a pack of cigarettes. The s'raimo man^ 
whom Mrs. Mills had not recollected bee- 
ing before, then stood by the stove for 
about a minute when another man dis* 
iiuised with a large hundkerchiej around 
his face, and carrving a revolver, camoin 
the door, to^k a few sleps toward Mr. 
Mills and mumbled some woids whieh 
sounded like, 
want money," Without 
waiting for a response from Mr. Mills, the 
man can yinjx the rovo ver fired two shots 
in rapid su o»^spion at him and then fled 
accompanied by the purchaser of the ci- 
garettes, without toui-hing tho money in 
the tin box on the counter.'^ Mr. Älills 
sank to the floor ami was attempting to 
riso when Poler Stock arrived on the scene 
in rcppniiso to the shrit ks for help from 
Mrs. Mills. 
Immediately after thi^ Paul 
Cessna and other persons living noar-by 


were attracted bv the shots and hastened 
» 


to tho Mills storeroom. 


Tho men present picked up Mr. Mills, 
who was bleeding pro*n-ely, and carried 
him to hip bedroom. 
At the same timo a 
'phone message was sent tor State Consta- 
bles Tipton and Shaver and the f-earch for 
the pcrp»4ratoi*s of the crime, WHS begun. 
The only i-lue on which tlu' police had to 
work was the description Mrs. Mill« gave 
of the men. 
State Constablu Tipton at 
once notified District Attorney T(>ppor of 
the shooting and from tho descripliiwi 
given by Mrs. Mills, Mr. Topper sunpcct- 
ed Miller und Moore of tho crime. 


About 7 i)Vl(ick on b'un<lay morning 
County Detective Wilson arrested Miller 
at his home. Karly in tho afternoon Mdorc 
was arrested in Hanover by Chief, of Po- 
lice Crabbs. 


District Attorney Topper asked the boys 
if they desiicd to make a statement tell- 
ing of their implication in the crime, at 
tlie same time explaining that such a ptate- 
ment must be voluntary and \^onld be 
us^d against Ihem at court, Moorp wrote 
his own version of the affair telling how 
they had hired an automobile in Hanover, 
purchased the revolver and red handker- 
chief, and came to Gett\sl;urg with the 
purpose of committing the robbery and 
returning to Hanover in the same car. 
After the shoot ng of Mr. Mills, Moore 
wen^ to his sifter's house to ask her for 
money and then returned to Hanover. 
After Moore had signed his eratement, 
Miller also wrote out a statement telling 
his liart in the stiojting. 
Both boys said 
"they wanted to clear up the matter." 


Fred Moore is remembered as the wit- 
ncHs presenling most damaging evidence 
against the defendant in the Collins mur 
der trial. 
It is a most singular fact that 
thij 17-year-old boy who, less than 
m«»nth ago, appeared on the stand as a 
witness for the Commonwealth, ig now 
held a prisoner on such a serious charge. 
In the ("ollins trial Moore gave a complete 
outline of Collins' plan to kill Bushman. 


John Miller was inducted into the Ar- 
my on September (5, 1918, and was sent 
to Camp Dix, N. J,, where he was accept- 
ed for active sei vice on September 14th, 
Mider remained at Camp JJix until last 
month when he was discharged. 


Miller is a son of Mr. and Mrs. Pius A, 
Miller, of Gettysburg, and is aged 24 
years, while Moore, formerly of the vicin- 
ity of Fairlield, is but 17. Both boys bear 
a bad reputation,Miller served time in a 
state reformatory and has figured inques 
tionable affairs before, it is stated. 
He is 
known as a crap shooter and an idler 
Moore, who came to Gettysburg about 
threo or lour months ago, having lived in 
Adams county all his life, is said to have 
no occupation whatever. 


Mr. Mills has regained consciousness 
and remains in a rational state of mind 
throughout the day, H« recognized many 
of the persons at his bedbide, but is un- 
able to recall anything pretaining to the 
hold-up. 
The bullet which entered Mr. 
Mills lelt temple is lodged somewhere in 
his head and there is no chance of rgmov 
jng it as an operation at the present timt< 
would doubtless prove fatal

MAY SOLVE ilNCIEWT PUZZLE 


Hieroglyphics 
Found 
on 
Foundation 
Stones of Pyramids at San Juan 
Tcotihuacan Indicate Primitivo 
Migration From Orient. 


Mexico City.—Hieroglyphics recent- 
'y discovered on the foundation stones 
of the pyramids of San Juan Teotl- 
tiuacan, 27 miles northeast of Mexico 
Olty, may solve "the problem which has 
perplexed historians and archeologists 
Cor centuries as to the true origin of 
th^ Mexican nation. 
These strange 
carvings are said by some authorities 
to be Chinese, thus tending to bear 
out the old tradition that In the dim 
past 
wandering 
tribes 
from 
China 
crossed to the new continent, settled 
ivithin the present boundaries of Mex- 
ico and became the progenitors 
of 
the race which now dominates

republic.

He declared the words 
"sun." "city" and "eye" were clearly 
depicted. Mexican anthropologists who

The pyramids'Of San Juan Teotlhua- 
can as well as those in Cholula, in the 
state of Puebla. are among tire oldest 
maries of primitive habitation to be 
found in the republic. They stand as 
colossal monuments to peoples whose 
history was as obscure to the conquer- 
ing Spaniards in the sixteeoth century 
as to present-day historians.

thorities believe they are the handi; 
worlc of the Egyptians, who in some 
mysterious manner crossed the seas 
and denoted their places of permanent 
habitation with these stone'and cement 
structures, which are even larger than 
the most famous pyramids of Egypt.

and covers his shoulders in separate 
curls and Is parted in the middle, 
after the fashion of the people of 
Nazareth,

pink ; 
his nose is well formed ; his beard, of 
tho same color as his hair.

The little villaiie of Sap Juan Tcoti- 
huacan, which in tile Aztec lanp:uago 
means "City of the Gods." was in the 
early days of Aztec history the scene 
of extraordinary religious ceremonies. 
The two pyramids, one dedicated to 
the sun, the other to the moon, are 
known to have been tho tombs in which

dignitaries 
were 
buried, and excavators have exhumed 
wrought^stone containing human bones, 
obsidian knives, terra-cotta heads with 
broad faces and flat noses, fragments 
of rare pottery .and great numbers of 
arrowheads.

(The Citadel), but which, ac- 
cording to recent reports of investiga- 
tors, are what Is left of a pyramid 
larger and perhaps older than the two 
pyramids of the sun and the moon.

,7ean Jacques Dessallnes. known as 
Jean Jacques I. Emperor of Haiti, was 
a rough and Illiterate 
negro 
of in- 
defatigable energy who, In 1801 to 1803, 
defied the French 
general. 
Leclerc, 
brother-in-law of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
and a French army of 25.000 tn»<ips, 
finally forcing the French to evat late 
the island In November, lfi03. 


Dessallnes was horn In 
ITnS 
at 
Grand Riviere, Haiti, and sold 
is a 
slave at Cape Français, 
now 
called 
r a p e Haïtien, 
In 1701,'he became one 
of the trusty subordinates of Francois 
Dominique Toussaint, with the rank o£ 
lieutenant-general. 


In 1803 Dessallnes 
was 
appointed 
governor for life. Inaugurating his rule 
with a bloodthirsty massacre of 
all 
the whites left on tlie island after its 
evacuation. 
In the same year he pro- 
claimed 
himself 
emperor 
and 
was 
crowned with great pomp. 
IJis sub- 
jects soon grew tired of the tyranny 
and cruel despotism 
with which 
he 
ruled the Island, and Dessallnes was 
assassinated In IfiOO by two 
of 
his 
ofiicers, Henri Christophe 
and 
Alex- 
andre Sabes Petlon, the 
firat 
estab- 
lishing himself as president 
in 
the 
northern part of Haiti, pnd the second 
as president of the southern 
part.
